The  1990  edition  of  Jonathan  Dayton 
football,  led  by  tri-captains  Matt  Sapara, 
Alex  Tarantino  and  Joe  Perez  reached  its 
pinnacle  on  October  14th  with  a  19-0  win 
at  Bound  Brook.
